The deadline is April 15, 1962. After that date only newly 
ordained ministers can enter the plan. If you want Social 
Security you should go to the Social Security office im- 
mediately to secure instructions. 

Thfs is not a suggestion that you join the plan. It is 
simply a reminder, that, if you plan to join, you will 
have to do so now. Congress has extended the time for 


~ entering the plan several times in the past, but'there is 


no announcement of any further extension.

oe If you are still undecided we suggest that you go 


back to the January, 1962, issue of the BAPTIST PRO- 
GRAM and read the article “UNDECIDED?” by Dr. 
R. Alton Reed, Executive Secretary of the Annuity 
Board of the Southern Baptist Convention. He answers 
many questions and may be able to help you to know 
what to do.

25). “Bishop’ never appears 
in the New Testament as one 
over a group of churches. it 
always is related to ‘a local 
church office. 

“Bilder” renders the Greek 
word presbuteros, which in- 
volves age (Acts 2:17). It came 
to-refer to the dignity of age 
and wisdom. Among the Jews 
it came to denote members of 
the Sanhedrin (Matt. 16:21; 
26:47, 57, 59), who were usual- 
ly older men. But its Christian 
use refers to one who presid-) 
ed over local assemblies or 
local’ churches (Acts 11:30; 
14:23; Titus 1:5; If John 1). 

‘That the three words refer 
to the same office is seen in 
Acts 20:28. Here Paul is speak- 
ing to the Ephesians “elders” 
(v. 17). In verse 28 he speaks 
of them as “overseers (bis- 
hops), to feed (as a shepherd) 
the church of God..”’ So the 
three words elder, bishop, and 
pastor refer to the same of-. 
fice, but to different functions: 
within that office: ‘elder’ 
(counsel, guidance), “bishop” 
(overseer or administrator), 
“pastor” (shepherd to feed, 
guard, and tend). This rela- 
tionship is clearly seen in I 
Peter 5:1-4.

“J agree that we shoyld al- 
ways try to do more,” the presi- 
dent said, “and-in answer to 
your question, the reason is on- 
ly. the limitation of available 
funds. This food has to be 
bought, and it has to be ap- 
propriated for, and it has to 
come out of the taxpayers of 
the United States.” ae 

The president pointed out 
that the United States is giv- 
ing away several billions of dol- 
lars worth of food, both through 
the food for peace program and 
through other programs of for- 
eign aid. 

The problem of using church 
agencies as tools of American. 
foreign policy was not discussed ‘* 
by the president. 

For several years the govern- 
ment has. made wide use of vol- 
untary, private agencies in dis- 
tributing relief to the world. 
Many of these are church-rela- 
ted organizations. 

Baptists work through a vari- 
ety of organizations. Most of 
the foreign mission boards of 
the Baptist groups have relief 
programs of their own carried 
on through their missionaries. 
The extent’to which govern- 
ment resources are used for 
these efforts is not known. 

The Baptist World Alliance 
has a world relief department.

You Are In Coimbra

For here in Coimbra, thriv- 
ing Portuguese city of about 
42,000, the pageantry of .the 
Dark Ages is woven into a 
modern setting and accepted 
as the norm. From the halls 
of the University of Coimbra 
have gone, for nearly 800 
years, those’ destined to lead 
the nation. For this reason the 
city might well be called the 
head of Portugal. 

But what has this to do with 
Southern Baptists?

themselves together in Galilee’. . ."’ This sug- 
gests that the disciples were scattered, that 
they -went home because they had to face the question as to 
whether they would follow along with Jesus. It is implied here 
that there was some influence which was exercised to bring 
them back together. We agree with Dr. McDowell, who states, 
“this places the transfiguration in its psychological and chron- 
ological position.” 

Peter, James, and John went up on the Mount with Jesus. 
There with Jesus they. heard the voice from heaven saying, 
“This is my beloved son in whom I am well pleased; go on 
hearing him.” This occurred in connection with the transfigu- 
ration experience. Jesus had revealed his coming rejection. 
Psychologically, the apostles were in need of some stabilizing 
experience. The answer they received was, “this is my beloved 
Son, the one who has revealed himself as the Suffering Ser- 
vant, the one who will be rejected as my beloved Son, go on 
hearing him.” 

Whatever else the transfiguration experience may mean, 
we ought to see it as a stabilizing experience for Peter, James, 
and John, who were able to share the experience with the other 
disciples and rally them to the cause of Christ. They were able 
to get them back together and persuade them to go on with 
Jesus to Jerusalem. 

The Tranfiguration means that all history rose up and point- 
ed ,Jesus and the disciples on their way. The greatest of the 
law-givers and the greatest of the prophets recognized Jesus 
as the one whom they had foretold. This was the signal for 
Jesus..and the disciples to go on. Fanny J. Crosby has express- 
ed the kind of stabilizing influence that was symbolic of Peter, 
James, and John, in her poem “Blessed Assurance’, 

Blessed Assurance, Jesus is mine, 
_ A what a foretaste of glory divine, 
Heir of salvation, purchase of God, 
Born of His spirit, washed in His blood. 
Let us go on hearing Him.

Transplanting Heart 
Valves Effected 


HOUSTON (BP) — Surgeons 
from the Baylor University Col- 
lege of Medicine here have suc- 
cessfully transplanted heart 
valves from the bodies of dead 
persons to living patients. 


Termed by one of the doctors 
as “a life-saving measure for 
people who could not live with- 
out properly functioning val- 
ves,” the new procedure has 
been tried with success on at 
least four patients. 

It marks the first time that a 
moving part of; the body has 
been transplanted from the 
dead to the living successfully. 
Previous transplants have only 
worked with arteries and the 
cornea of the eye. 


Under the procedure develop- 
ed by the Baylor surgeons, 
heart valves are taken from 
young people killed in accidents 
and transplanted immediately 
to patients with defective 
valves, , 

Corrects 70% 

The damaged valves are left 
in place in the heart during the 
transplant, and the new valves 
from a donor are placed in the 
main artery that carries blood 
‘from the heart.
